ATLANTA,  Ga.  (RNS) — A  South  Georgia  minister’s  bill 
to  prohibit  minors  from  working  where  alcoholic  beverages  are 
sold — nearly  killed  in  committee  last  session  —  won  an  un¬ 
precedented  victory  in  the  Georgia  House. 

It  was  the  first  temperance  bill  to  reach  the  floor  of  the 
House  in  many  years,  and  it  passed  unanimously.

Before  its  passage  the  minister  agreed  to  two  amendments 
which  would  make  the  bill  apply  only  Where  alcoholic  beverages 
are  sold  for  consumption  on  the  premises  and  which  would 
change  the  age  limit  from  21  to  18  years.

TJiE  PREACHING  MINIS¬ 
TRY  OF  THE  CHURCH.  Bible 
Texts  Rob.  10:14-17;  I  Cor.  1:18 
31;  Ephesians  3:7-10. 

INTRODUCTION.  Here  is  a 
new  people  starting  something 
new.  Christianity  was  a  new 
thing  in  an  old  world.  “If  any¬ 
one  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new 
Creature;  (Literally,  ‘There  is  a 
new  Creation’),  the  old  things 
passed  away;  behold,  they  have 
become  new."  An  old  man  has 
become  a  new  man,  and  an  old 
world  has  become,  to  that  new 
man  a  new  world.  This  race  of 
new  men  are  at  the  starting  of 
something  new,  and  among  the 
new  things  is  preaching.  Of 
course  it  may  be  said  that  the 
prophets  preached,  but  two 
things  oeght  to  be  remember¬ 
ed:  first,  Christianity  grew  out 
of  Judaism  and  the  Christian 
preacher*  have  become  the  suc¬ 
cessors  to  the  prophets  and, 
again,  eten  the  pronouncements 
of  the  prophets,  great  as  they 
were,  dkl  not  match  the  Insist¬ 
ence,  effectiveness  of  the  pro- 
nouncesents  of  the  preachers. 
Back  lire,  the  gospel  preachers 
were  binding  an  art  that  which 
none  olher  is  so  great:  The  art 
whose  bispiration  fills  the  gen¬ 
erous  heart,  which  calls  forth 
nature  from  her  rugged  glen, 
And  chisels  human  marble  into' 
men.  ’ 

I  TIE  PREACHER  IS  A  NE- 
CESS1TY  WHICH  MUST-  BE 
SENT.  Of  course  no  one  will  be¬ 
lieve  upon  a  Christ,  or  anything 
else  without  hearing  of  Him  or 
it,  neither  can-enyone  hear  with 
°ut  someone  to  tell  him  or  them. 
"And  how  can  they,  preach  ex¬ 
cept  they  be  sent?”  Sent  by 
what,  or  by  whom?  First,  by  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord.  This  Is  a 
work  which  only  "the  sent”  esn 
effectively  do.  The  man  who  es¬ 
says  this  heaven  high  work  with 


tread.”  And  yet  it  does  seem 
that  men  who  feci  in  the  slight¬ 
est  the  Lord  of  Life  would  them 
preach,  would  cherish  that 
spark  of  feeling  till  they  arc 
sure  the  calling  of  the  preacher 
is  not  for  them.  And  even  then, 
there  is  a  trmendously  impor¬ 
tant  work  as  an  announcer  of 
the  gospel  that  men  and  women 
in  every  walk  of  life  cad  do,  and- 
do  most  effectively.  Then  again 
it  is  necessary  that  “They  be 
sent."  By  no  means  all  the  men 
whom  the  Lord  would  have  pro¬ 
claim  the  Christ  in  the  world 
are  financially  able  to  send 
themselves.  The  Lord  sees  fit 
to  call  numbers  of  the  poor  in 
this  world's  goods  to  proclaim 
the  glorious  gospel  of  the  Son 
of  God.  Men  who  from  God  the 
.Lord  have  the  gift  of  gaining 
material  wealth,  of  coining  their 
lives  Into  material  substance 
can,  by  means  of  that  material 
wealth,  .go  to  the  world-away 
lost  by  sending  the  preachers 
who  being  bound  by  no  earthly 
ties  tar  native  land  or  local  com¬ 
munity,  are  able  and  eager  to 
go  where  the  Lord  directs. 

And  this  matter  of  preaching 
Is  a  stewardship  laid  upon  ev¬ 
ery  believer  In  Christ  Jesus. 
Sometimes  I  wonder  how  many, 
of  what  proportion  of  our  prea¬ 
chers  feel  with  Paul,  “Woe  is 
me,  H  1  preach  not.”  I  must  do 
this  thing,  or  I  face  a  severe 
judgment  for  my  refusal. 

II.  BY  WHOM  PREACHERS 
ARE  MADE.  We  return  to  it. 
Paul  speaks  of  the  gospel, 
“whereof  I  was  made  a  minist¬ 
er,  He  did  not  choose  this  voca¬ 
tion, ’but  God,  the  Lord  made 
him  a  preacher.  Paul  became  a 
minister  “According, to  the  gift 
of  the  grace  of  God,”  by  the 
power  with  which  God  gifted 
him.  The  preacher  it  a  man  with 
a  message  warm  from  the  heart 
of  God,  a  message  which  the 
man  dare  not  keep  to  himself. 
The  preacher  is  a  man,  with"  a 
word  which  he  dare  not  fail  to 
Speak,  a  message  he  ‘dare  not 
refuse  to  carry,  good  news  he 
dare  not  presume
